IN NEW YORK TO PAY INTEREST ON DEBT 
CONTRACTED DURING THE WAR PERIOD 


NEW YORK, July 9.—-Gold bars valued at $2,500,000 arrived here on the Beringer Satur 
day consigned to J. P. Morgan and company for the account of the British treasury, of which 
the Morgan firm is the financial agent in this country. A similar shipment is also on the way

While the Morgan firm said it was not advised as to the purpose of the shipment, it is be 


lieved in financial circles that the British government are accumulating a supply of gold for 


the purpose of using it in part payment of the $125,000,000 interest on the war debt due in 
October.
